The Leningrad communique said 


that "Soviet troops, after artillery 
preparation, broke through the main 
defense line of the Finns along the 
Vuoksi water system, known among 
Finnish white guards as the 'Mag- 
inot-Kirke1 line." 


The natural 
defenses of the 


Vuoksi water system, a chain of 
lakes and watercourses zig-zagging 
almost across a 
65-mile wide 


isthmus north of Leningrad, had 
been augmented, it was said, by 
pillboxes, trenches, wire entangle- 
ments, tank traps and mines. 


The Finns defended the line with 
artillery, machine-guns and auto- 
matic rifles. 


Nature of Defenses 


(The Finnish defense works re- 


ferred to as the "Maginot-Kirke 
line" by the Russians are called by 
the Finns the "Mannerheim line," 
after the commander of Finland's 
armed forces, Field Marshal Baron 
Gustaf 
Mannerheim. 
"Maginot- 
Kirke" combines the name of 
France's famed defense works with 
that of General Sir Walter Kirke. 
who headed a British military mis- 
sion to Finland in 1924 and 1925. 
Some of the Finnish fortifications: 
were built on his suggestion. Gen-i 
eral Kirke later became head of the 
British territorial army.

The 
fighting in Finland hasn't given a 
conclusive test thus far and prob- 
ably won't. 


We can say without much doubt 


that Russia's entry into the war on 
Germany's side would prolong the

Agree With Thesis 


To a large extent, American busi- 


ness men will agree with the thesis 
which Mr. Dewey has chosen.

Roosevelt established by an agreement 
•with Litvinov has been one long headache 
for America. Every material promise that 
Russia made has been violated, and the 
violation has been with a contemptuous 
disregard of world opinion or of the thing 
called decency. 


For instance, Russia agreed to open 


negotiations with us for the settlement of 
the one hundred eighty-seven million dol- 
lars that nation owed Americans who 
bought its bonds prior to "World War No. 1. 
and other claims that grew out of the con- 
fiscation of the property of American con- 
cerns in Russia. The negotiations were 
started but the Soviet government refused 
3& American offers and finally refused 
torrecpguize any liability whatever.

While the time has long since corae j 


when we should take stock of the petty 
and vicious methods of the Moscow'gov- 
ernment and call that government on the 
carpet in no uncertain manner that does 
not mean that we should terminate our 
relations entirely. It means, we think- 
that the question should be examined 
thoroughly to see whether or not there are 
present in it conditions that might be 
acted upon to make Moscow realize that 
it cannot with impunity so mistreat its 
written obligations to this country. In oth- 
er %vords. we could punish Moscow with 
the cat-o'-nine-tails of economic action 
The mere threat of withdrawing from Pvus- 
sia every American, particularly architects 
and engineers, who have been attempting 
to beat into the dull and stolid Mongol 
head some of the fine points of civiliza- 
tion, and incidentally of industrial su- 
premacy, would probably have done more 
than a mere flourish of rhetoric.

A BAD TASTE 


One of the incidents which the men 


who had the responsibility of leadership 
and the pleasures of power in the last 
session of the legislature will probably 
live to regret popped~up again the other 
day when the attorney general of the 
state was asked for an opinion on the le- 
gality of an appropriation. 


Early in the 1939 session it was brought 


out that a number of legislators' cronies 
were put or. the legislative payroll with- 
out benefit of the civil service law. Al- 
though the legislature has been over- 
staffed for years, having normally about 
one payroller to serve each member, the 
exigencies of policies demanded that the 
staff be made even bigger, despite the 
critical condition oi the t>tate treasury. 


So legislative officers worked out a 


plan by which those employes who were 
regularly hired were to contribute to a 
"kitty" to be used to pay those employed 
illegally. The scheme worked well enough 
until some of the former complained about 
a system which deprived them of a por- 
tion of their earnings. The matter got to 
the district attorney, who held an inves- 
tigation, and legislative officers decided 
their device wasn't so cute after all. An 
easy way out seemed to be to pass a law 
That's what the legislature was there for, ( 
to pass laws. And pass a law they did, 
a law which validated a violation of the 
law, 
and gave the officials responsible 


for it complete immunity. 


Later the lawmakers appropriated 


about 54,000 to pay back salaries to those 
of their friends who were put out of 
jobs by the publicity surrounding the in- 
vestigation, and who were unable to col- 
lect from the legitimately employed help. 
This week the attorney general ruled that 
the appropriation was legal, as it probably 
was. But legal or not, the whole busi- 
ness has an odor offensive to sensitive 
noses, and one which will undoubtedly be 
wafted across the commonwealth again 
when the opposition gets on the stump 
next autumn.

A BILLION FISH 


The state conservation department, in a 


bulletin sent to all newspapers a few 
days ago, reported that it had planted 
more than a billion fish in Wisconsin lakes 
and streams this year. It added that the 
total was equal to more than 1,500 fish 
for every fisherman who drops a hook 
or casts a bait in "Wisconsin. That's an 
extraordinary number of fish, certainly. 


Many newspapers published the story 


from the department, but we wonder how 
many of the editors wished that the de- 
partment had added some assurance or 
proof that any considerable number of 
that huge quantity of fish will live to en- 
counter a hook some day. 


We can all agree that the propagation 


and planting by artificial methods of more 
than a billion fish in a single year is a 
proud record. We may also agree that if 
present methods are practical, there is 
no need for expansion of that program. 


No state conservation.official has ever 


been able to offer even reasonably abso- 
lute proof of the survival rate of artificial- 
ly planted fish. It must be obvious, how- 
ever, that if only a small proportion of 
the 1500 per fisherman which were plant- 
ed this year and last year live, we ought 
to have excellent fishing all over the state 
pretty soon. 


In order that the sportsman-taxpayer 


who pays the freight may have some evi- 
dence of the degree of success of the ar- 
tificial stocking program, it would be a 
good idea for the conservation department 
to rest upon its record for a while and 
devote some extra pains and funds to re- 
search on that problem. It will be some 
time before any other state reaches the 
billion a year mark. In the meantime 
the department can do the public a ser- 
vice by showing us just what results can 
be expected through consistently heavy 
stocking. Until such proof is established, 
any claims made will be guesses.

Among the famous books writ- 


ten by Charles Dickens is "The Old 
Curiosity Shop." Many thousands 
«i j copies have been sold, and it 
ranks high among his works. 


What today seems like an odd 


title was used when it was first 
published. The story appeared, a 
chapter or two at a time, as "Mas- 
ter Humphrey's Clock." The parts 
were, supposed to be printed week- 
ly, but they were not in all cases 
:rsued promptly. 


London's "Old Cariosity Shop" 
In planning the story, 
Dickens 


had what he called a "notion" about 
an old man named Humphrey who 
owned "an. old queer-cased clock." 
Humphrey, was to find some old 
v.-ritings in a closet where the clock 
weights were kept, and these writ- 
ings were to be given to the read- 
er. Later the name was changed to 
"The Old Curiosity Shop." 


Dickens left notes which show us 


how the story grew in his mind One 
by one the characters took form, 
chief among them being Little Nell, 
the dear child, whose sweetness was 
brought out time and again. 


Trying to finish chapters from 


week to -week, the author — then 23 
years old — was not 
always sure 


what the next chapter -would con- 
lain until he sat down at his desk 
to write. After telling about the 
death of Little Nell, he. wrote to a 
friend. "It is such a very painful 
thing to me that I cannot express 
my sorrow." This gives us an idea 
of how real the persons in his books 
rometimes seemed to him. Usually 
he wrote about real persons^ but 
changed their names in hi? books. 


In London today there is a place 


called "Old Curiosity Shop," where 
souvenirs of Dickens and >"g book 
characters are sold. Some persons 
fancy this to be the original shop 
described in the book. 


Another great work of Dickens is 


"A Tale, of Two Cities." It is based 
in. part on history, and the events 
?re supposed 'to have taken place 
during the French Revolution. 


The hero of "A Tale of Two 


Cities" is a man named Sydney Car- 
ion. He is described in a way -which 
shows him to be -weak, and many 
persons might have thought him 
worthless. Indeed one could hardly 
think anything else — until near the 
end of the book. 


Carton's great deed was to give 


his life to save another man. He 
did this for the sake of a woman 
be loved but who did not love 
him.
